Some of these men have achieved 
things in the face of great opposition, and 
these men today , who are leaders in b oth 
hou ses of Congress, are handicapped b y great 
chains of power in ou r radio stations and 
newspapers, not only edu cating the people and 
informing them, and throwing the searchlight 
u pon all matters, b u t oftentimes u sing their 
influ ence to deceive the people in respect to the 
very ideas which these leaders have, when su ch 
newspapers desire to defeat them. 
We are afraid that Mr. Carr has gotten his 
conception of the ab ility of many of these men 
from those who are ou t of harmony with their 
pu rposes. We may disagree as to the pu rposes 
of men, b u t, after all, in intellectu al powers 
and in ab ility to b ring things to pass, they may 
b e equ al to those of other day s. 
Alexander 
Hamilton and Thomas Jefferson each has a 
permanent place in the archives of American 
history , and u pon no two points that we now 
recall, did these two statesmen agree.

NEW YORK CLEARING HOUSE HAS 
MORAL OBLIGATION 


The depositors of the closed Harriman b ank 
are su ing the Clearing Hou se of New York 
for damages resu lting from the closing of the 
Harriman b ank. 
While we do not know the 
legal statu s of this case, and wou ld not for a 
moment attempt to prophesy as to its ou tcome, 
y et, in the light of certain facts, as they came 
ou t in the pu b lic jou rnals, there shou ld b e 
some redress for those who have lost in the 
Harriman b ank. 
When the ru mors b ecame generally rife that 
the Iiarriman b ank was weak, and that great 
drafts were b eing made u pon it, it will b e 
recalled that pu b lic advertisements were made 
in which there was moral gu arantee made b y 
the New York Clearing Hou se, insisting that 
the Harriman hank was sou nd, and that people 
cou ld tru st it. 
Whether this amou nted to 
legal ob ligation, it certainly did amou nt to 
moral ob ligation. 
A Qearing Hou se organization shou ld not b e 
permitted to mislead the pu b lic to the extent 
of indu cing them to deposit their fu nds in an 
institu tion which at the very time is insolvent. 
They may have b een acting u nder advice of 
attorney s, so that they were within the law, 
b u t we wou ld not b e su rprised if a cou rt of 
equ ity , b efore which this matter will come, 
wou ld ju dge them responsib le. 
And certain­ 
ly if that is not tru e, there shou ld b e legislation 
enacted, so as to place responsib ility u pon su ch 
an institu tion. 
The pu b lic, which is ignorant of conditions, 
shou ld b e protected from an institu tion which 
only owes its existence to the ru les and laws 
that socieu has enacted.
